DISABLING FOR 
THIS VETERAN

CHICAGO, Aug. 19.— To Cor­ 
poral Christen Poulsen of the 
United States Marines, his dis­ 
charge from an army hospital 
in February. 1919, meant be­ 
ginning life anew—the life of 
a blind 
man. 
In two years 
time, he has completed that re­ 
adjustment and today Poulsen 
is in the fuel and feed business 
in Chicago, does a full day’s 
work every day and, with the 
aid of his wife, is taking a 
correspondence course in bus- 
nless management. 
Poulsen was with the Sixth 
Regiment of the Marines when 
a 
few’ thousand troops 
were 
chosen from the vanguard of

block the German advance on 
Paris in June, 1918. The Sixth

An anti-spitting campaign, to fol­ 
low 
practically the same general 
plan as the one conducted in Ada 
several months ago, will be waged 
next week by city officials, Mayor 
Gary Kitchens intimated in a state­ 
ment this week. 
The nuisance caused by crowds 
of men who gather in groups on the 
streets and plaster the walks and 
curbs with tobacco juice has in­ 
creased 
ten 
fold 
since unemploy­ 
ment has grown, Mayor Kitchens 
said. In spite of efforts of the city 
to keep the streets and walks clean, 
and in spite of the precautions tak­ 
en by all local merchants to sweep 
their walks every day, some sever­ 
al times a day, the city never looks 
at its best because of the tobacco
